To the ed itor of The I.in coln Star: Like man y 
other y oun g fathers, I will presen tly go off to war. 
Like most of the others in my age an d d epen d en cy 
class, I stan d read y to go when my call comes. 
There are several m atters which are of con .-id - 
erablc con cern to men like me as we look ahead 
to military or n aval service. The most importan t 
problem for most of us is how to provid e suitable 
care for our child ren . My rase may be fairly 
ty pical: I have two child ren , aged four an d two. 
My wife will therefore receive $72 mon thly from 
the govern men t. To provid e d ecen t quarters, food , 
clothes, an d other n ecessities it will be n ecessary 
for her to secure employ men t. This she can an d 
will d o for she will soon have a more d irect in ter­ 
est in war prod uction than hitherto. 
The thin g that troubles me is how’ to provid e 
for my child ren some acceptable substitute for the 
home that w’ill shortly be broken up. I d o n ot be­ 
lieve that it would be d esirable to separate the 
child ren from their mother or to sen d all of the 
civilian members of my family to live with the 
gran d paren ts. Neither d o I believe that they should 
live d urin g the d ay w'ith some person hired to care 
for them. I would like to have them spen d their 
d ay s m a n ursery . There their play activities could 
be d irected in to wholesome chan n els. There they 
would receive a well-balan ced n oon meal. There 
they would receive in telligen t an d sy mpathetic 
care d urin g the d ay an d have the ben eRt of their 
mother’s care before an d after her work d ay had 
en d ed . 
May I suggest that this might be a W'orthy war 
project for our Christian churches to un d ertake? 
Man y con gregation s alread y have n un sery facilities 
n ow used on ly on Sun d ay . All have within thoir 
membership old er women who have reared chil­ 
d ren of their own an d who are able an d willin g to 
serve their coun try in some capacity . To ren d er 
such a service would n ot on ly help families like 
min e in these times but it would certain ly provid e 
for the church an opportun ity to cultivate the good 
will of y oun g pieoplc.

The nazis since the start of the 
war have slain 
2,000,000 Jewish 
men, women and children and 
5,000,000 other Jews are in im­ 
mediate danger of extinction, the 
inter-allied information commit­ 
tee on occupied countries said to­ 
day . 
The 2,000,000, an eighth of the 
pre-w ar Jewish world population, 
died 
in 
mass 
executions 
and 
through various forms of torture, 
the sixth report to b e pub lished 
b y the committee said. 
Special “extermination” crews 
were said to have b een trained in 
Germany for the job of slay ing 
Jews in the occupied countries. 
The reign of terror unleashed b y 
Hitler’s henchmen was declared to 
have caused mass suicides in some 
instances. 
Between May and Novemb er of 
1942. the committee said, 25,000 of 
Belgium’s 52,000 Jews were de­ 
ported and sub sequently 
m ur­ 
dered. 
By the end of the y t'ar it 
was stated that none of the 95,000 
Jews in Slovakia and none of the 
90,000 in Bohemia and Moravia 
were left.

Charles F. Kettering, vice pres­ 
ident in charge of research 
General Motors, told b anqueters 
who packed the Cornhusker b all­ 
room Monday night that he b e­ 
lieves the people of the United 
States have enough gumption to 
set up “some honest-to-God ob ­ 
jectives” and plan and work for 
them. 
His address on "Can Research 
Play a Part in Post War Plan­ 
ning?” revealed the noted invent­ 
or, something of a philosopher, a 
witty speaker, and ab ove all an 
intensely practical b usiness man. 
He said the world after the war 
can b e what far sighted purpose 
makes it b ut only if men will 
acknowledge and proceed on the 
b asis that human nature hasn t 
changed. 
“We 
are 
fighting 
this 
war 
against b ad ideas. Why not spend 
some money 
to 
promote 
good 
ideas?” he exclaimed. 
‘Planning Needed.* 
Planning was the b asic thought 
of Mr. Kettering’s address, plan­ 
ning to overcome reverses—ex­ 
pectation of reverses in fact 
b ut 
setting up a definite and sound 
plan and sticking to it until one 
sees day light. 
Mr. Kettering gave interesting 
details ab out the perfection of the 
telephone and of television. He 
told of tedious delay s, of caustic 
criticism sponsors met—and over­ 
came. But this took y ears. 
An experiment may seem Im­ 
practical. b ut time will possib ly 
reveal this is b ecause one does 
not know enough at the start. 
The speaker told how his paint­ 
ing 
division 
shuddered 
at 
the 
thought of cutting the time taken 
to paint a car from 17 to 35 day s 
down to one hour. He got the se­ 
cret from a jeweler who painted 
an ash tray with a strange sub ­ 
stance and who had never made 
a quart of the lacquer in his life. 
Called Him "Lucky .” 
"We had unb elievab le troub le 
solving this prob lem,” Mr. Ket­ 
tering said. “With any thing im­ 
portant we alway s had troub le. 
But when it was solved, people 
called out, ‘Lucky Dog.’ " 
“In 
the 
postwar 
setup, 
we 
should go after things we ought 
to have, not what we wish. Wish­ 
ing causes a lot 6f troub le. Pick 
the ty pe of project that is funda­ 
mentally sound. Don’t go cry stal 
gazing.” 
“Set up agencies in a common 
sense way . 'There are ab out 300 
to 400 now. Personally I think 
every b ody ought to have a plan. 
In the other war we fought to 
preserve democracy . Now we are 
fighting to preserve lib erty . We’d 
b etter look out or we’ll lose that. 
“I am for free enterprise. I am 
for competition in b usiness, for 
making what the people want. Let 
the people who want a plastic 
automob ile 
b uild 
them. 
Who 
knows if plastic will serve the 
purpose or if there ever will b e 
enough of it? If y ou permit com­ 
petition in b usiness, I will guar­ 
antee that Ford, or Chry sler or 
us will give what y ou folks want. 
You don’t know now what y ou 
will have to work with after the 
war is over. If there is to b e three 
times as much rub b er as we ever 
had, who knows what the effect 
will b e? 
Two -Man Facto ry . 
"After the last war there existed 
only 150 b arrels of 100 octane gas, 
the kind our fighting planes now 
use b y the tanker load. The Alli­ 
son airplane factory then was just 
two men. 
"You mustn’t expect quick re­ 
sults. Progress takes time. Noth­ 
ing will do y our state more good 
than to keep b usy on prob lems 
y ou think y our state has. The 
crossword puzzle will gradually 
clear up, growing easier and easier 
as y ou go along. 
"Research is a process of mak­ 
ing samples. W hether a pencil or 
a new chemical process, each suc­ 
ceeding sample will b e an im­ 
provement over the one b efore. 
“I don’t look for a social revolu­ 
tion after the war if we take care 
of our unemploy ment. We can 
make our country almost any thing 
we want if we rememb er what 
activates the people and if we 
don’t take too much from the in­ 
dividual. The country should b e 
more and more individual. I’d 
like to make my own mistakes 
once in a while.”
